The end result woiuld be 
that a minimum of about 
one-half of the children in 
these schools would have to 
be bussed to their respective 
schools as it would be im¬ 
possible, if you lived at the 
point of the triangle near 
Garfield School, for your 
child to walk the several 
miles to the Allendale or 
Arroyo Seco School. "This 
plan could be adopted for 
all the Pasadena elemen¬ 
tary schools," he stated.

promote "Hate America” riots because of the airborne 
rescue operations in the Congo, American ownership of 
the Panama Canal or any other subject of incident which 
gives the Communists an excuse to foment riots. Recent 
examples are the lawlessness on the campus of the 
University of California and the earlier riotings in San 
Francisco at the time of the hearings before the House 
Committee on un-American Activities. 

The literal truth is that the people of the U.S.S.R., 

China and other Communist countries are being robbed to 
supply funds to hire mercenary rioters in troubled spots 
throughout the world. In spite of the differences between 
China and the U.S.S.R., the former is said to have en¬ 
dorsed the unlimited “Solidarity Fund.” Panama, Puerto 
Rico and Cuba are high on the list as suitable places for 
the use of large portions of the Fund. 

Some of this money will be used to step up the 
training of Communist subversives for work in Latin 
America. In 1960, Castro established his Modern College 
of Communist Subversion which now has six branches in 
Cuba. More than 109,000 revolutionaries have studied 
Marxism-Leninism in these schools.” After their training 
in Cuba, these subversives fan out through Latin America. 

Last fall, 250 Spanish-speaking Communist teachers from 
the U.S.S.R. arrived in Havana to step up the training 
of Communist subversives in Cuba.
